They then went to a small stream, 
washed their bands, aud then went to 
the house. King took an ax from the 
porch, wont into the bouse, und pres- 
ently came out with tho old lady, 
Thoy walked together a moment, whan, 
without any warning, ho struck her I 
with the ax across the head, nearly out-1 
ting it in twain. She fell, and he I 
struck her across tho ueek, acrering tho' 
jugular vein. 
He then ran into tho 


house, and the young lady seeing tho 
blood-besmeared weapon, ran out at the 
front door. 
Tho brute pursued and 


overtook her before she had taken many 
stops, and dealt her a blow on the 
shoulder, sinking the ax to the handle, 
This brought her to tho ground, and 
ho struck her on tho back of tho head, 
splitting it wide open. 
He again lifted 


his weapon aud struck her across the 
nock, almost severing her head 
from 


hor body. lie then throw the ax down 
by tho victim and probably wont into 
the house to tind money. 
When ar- 


rested they had about $11 ou their 
persona. Tha excitement is intense.
